AFTER a remarkably profitable and successful meet- 
ing in New York, the heating and ventilating en- 
gineers went back to work like giants refreshed. 








ALL previous records were surpassed by the United 
States Steel Corporation’s earnings for the quarter 
ending December 31, 1906, the total reaching the re- 
markable figure of $41,744,964. How would you like 
to be the Steel Trust? 








IN A recent review of the north of England iron 
trade for 1906, the London Financial Times says 
that although there was nothing in the nature of a 
boom, such as was experienced six or seven years 
.g0, there was a steady rise in price, so that the aver- 
ze at the end of the year was nearly $2.50 a ton 
more than it was at the beginning. As a result of 
‘hat fact the men, under the sliding-scale arrange- 
‘ent, had their wages advanced 7% per cent during 
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the year. The experience of the past five years, the 
Times says, shows that the annual output of manu- 
factured iron of all kinds—rails, plates, bars and an- 
gles—is now practically stationary, although 1907 will 
see a recurrence of the boom which characterized the 
iron trade in 1899-1900. Much is expected of 1907 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 








As A consequence of requests made to many leading 
hardware manufacturers by the jobbing trade to con- 
tinue the former terms in selling their 
products, namely, thirty or sixty days 
net, or two per cent for cash within ten 
days, a resolution upon the subject was 
passed at the last convention of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association, the resolution read- 
ing as follows: 


Whereas, There has been much complaint among our 
membership relative to the abuse by customers of the usual 
terms of 30 or 60 days, or 2 per cent for payment within Io 
days from the date of each invoice, and numerous requests for 
deferred date payments, many specific complaints stating that 
some customers deduct the cash discount of 2 per cent when 
remitting in 30 or even 45 days; and 

hereas, Some of our members urge a reduction in the 
premium for prompt payment, 

Resolved, That this association recommend to its member- 
ship the continuance of the present terms of 30 or 60 days or 
2 per cent for payment within ten days from the date of each 
invoice, but that these terms be strictly and literally inter- 
preted. 

Resolved, further, That a copy of these resolutions be for- 
warded to the National Hardware Association, now in ses- 
sion, with the request that official action be taken thereon. 


The aim of the president and executive committee 
of the Hardware Manufacturers has been to co-op- 
erate as far as possible with the jobbing trade if the 
majority of the jobbers express themselves in favor 
of a continuance of the cash discount terms named in 
the resolution. Since the annual meeting the Asso- 
ciation has communicated upon the subject with every 
member of the National Hardware Association, every 
member of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion, and many other jobbers throughout the country 
and it is understood that nearly two hundred replies 
have been received. 

It is evident that the sentiment in the jobbing trade 
is practically unanimous in favor of a strict adherence 
to the cash discount terms now existing and condemns 
the practice of abusing these terms. The manufac- 
turers’ position in the matter, it is said, met the hearty 
approval of 75 per cent of the jobbers heard from, the 
remainder also approving it in formal terms. Some 
of the replies from the jobbers urge that when there 
are freight allowances applying to invoices the freight 
allowance should be deducted on the face of the in- 
voice, or the bill of lading covering the shipment 
should be attached to facilitate payment within the 
cash discount period. 

The result of the inquiries made by the Hardware 
Manufacturers indicates very plainly that the man- 
ufacturers are justified in resisting the abuse of their 
selling terms and that to do so will not disturb friendly 
relations. On the other hand the jobbers of the coun- 
try show the right spirit in approving the attitude of 
the manufacturers when the latter demand that the 
terms of sale be strictly and literally interpreted. The 
jobbers expect their own customers to observe their 
terms of sale and what they expect from their own

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customers it is only fair for the manufacturers to ex- 
pect from them. It is a poor rule that does not work 
both ways. Strict observance of selling terms is right- 
fully insisted upon by manufacturers and jobbers alike. 








At EvERY meeting of hardware associations a great 
deal is heard about loyalty. Cheers follow all speeches 
urging loyalty to the association and loy- 


ore alty to one another, and resolutions af- 
Manufacturer. "™™ing the loyalty of the members to all 


the ideas expressed are frequently passed 
and duly published. 

The retailer asks the jobbers and the manufacturers 
to be loyal to him. He asks them to discontinue sell- 
ing to catalogue houses, and in many cases manufac- 
turers in complying with the retailer’s request have 
given up large and profitable lines of business. 

This loyalty on the part of the manufacturer is often 
expensive to him and he has a perfect right to ask for 
a certain amount of loyalty in return. He is surely 
within his rights in asking the retailer to reciprocate 
whenever possible. 

It is becoming evident that the National Retail 
Hardware Association should strive to educate the 
local associations and the dealers generally, in the true 
spirit of loyalty, which demands that retailers should 
stick .to manufacturers who agree not to sell to cata- 
logue houses. This must be done skillfully and care- 
fully, in such a manner as to avoid even the appear- 
ance of being a boycott. As a matter of fact it is noth- 
ing of the kind, but is simply a business measure of 
self-defense. 

It will be asked, how can the problem be solved with 
advantage to the men who have been loyal to the asso- 
ciations and to the retailers? We believe that there 
should be the freest and fullest possible interchange of 
ideas in the trade upon this point—as to how to secure 
the benefits of loyal co-operation to those justly en- 
titled to them. 

Resolutions are all very well in their way, but of 
themselves they seldom accomplish anything. The 
spirit expressed in resolutions, however, if carried into 
practice, often does accomplish much. 

An example of the kind of loyalty that some re- 
tailers display toward the manufacturer was related by 
a well known Chicago hardware man the other day. 
A customer entered a retail hardware store bent upon 
purchasing an Enterprise meat chopper, the manufac- 
turers of. which have conducted an extensive advertis- 
ing campaign and have. made their goods well known 
to the public and created a demand for them. Did the 
intending purchaser get what he asked for? Not 
much. He was told, “We have not got the Enterprise 
in stock but we can give you something just as good.” 

In this case a firm of loyal manufacturers suffered 
from the disloyalty of a dealer, but of course it may 
be said in extenuation that some retailers are carried 
by the jobbers and. have to take just what goods are 
sent to them. 

Loyalty is a splendid word and stands for something 
definite, but there must be reciprocity. .Loyalty of the 
manufacturer implies that the loyal manufacturer 
should get what is coming to him in the way of trade. 
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Mr. W. H. Bennett of the Lawson Mfg. Compa: 
Chicago, voiced the sentiments of many manufacture. 
when asked by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN tO suggesi 4 
remedy for the existing condition of things. He sai. 

“Resolutions at retail hardware meetings will ney. ; 
accomplish anything, but the retailer certainly owes 
to the manufacturer who is loyal to the dealer’s inte’ 
est to do something in return. If the local retaile:; 
will only, clean up their stores, polish their windoy .. 
scrub their floors, keep their goods bright and mai. 
their places attractive, much will be accomplished -;; 
the direction of.better business and the loyal manufav- 
turer may profit thereby. There are too many o\( 
stale displays in hardware stores, too much dust and 
dirt, too much old-fogyism and too little enterprise. 

“Let the local retailer advertise. Let him circularize 
his town like the catalogue houses do, and not sit idly 
by and let the local trade be stolen from under his nose 
by the mail order people. I know of a ease of a hard- 
ware man who began a campaign of circularizing and 
in three or four months increased his business 100 per 
cent. Let the dealer work his neighborhood properly 
and thoroughly. Let him appeal to the local loyalty of 
his neighbors as a good argument against purchasing 
their goods elsewhere. 

“Then let the retailer pay attention to the goods re- 
ceived from his jobber, remembering that in many 
cases the jobbers buy cheap stuff from the manufac- 
turers, while it is to the interest of the retailer to get 
the best goods. If he says to his jobber, ‘I know 
what I want, and if you send me goods:that I do not 
want they will be subject to your order,’ the substitu- 
tion of inferior goods for those ordered by the retailer 
will cease and the loyal manufacturer may in this way 
come into his own, The dealer must see for himself 
just what he gets from the jobber and insist upon get- 
ting the right goods; first, for his own protection ; sec- 
ond, for the protection of his trade, and third, for the 
protection of the loyal manufacturer. 

“Retailers should remember that the catalogue house 
business is easy business for the manufacturer, for the 
orders are large and the money is good and quick. 
When they ask the manufacturer to surrender this 
business in the retailer’s interest, and the manufac- 
turer complies with their request, he is surely entitled 
to loyal treatment on their part in return.” 

The argument made by Mr. Bennett as a representa- 
tive manufacturer is a strong one and many of his 
points cannot be successfully controverted. His ad- 
vice to retailers is dictated by ripe experience and 
sound judgment and the claim he sets up for loyalty 
to be displayed towards the manufacturer as well as 
expected. of him isin no sense unreasonable.

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FIFTY YEARS OF STOVEMAKING. 








A very neatly designed and executed folder in rich 
sepia upon cream-toned deckel edged, heavy rough 
paper—a clever affair all through—brings us the his- 
tory of fifty years of stove building by the Moore 
Brothers Company, of Joliet, Ill., and their predeces- 
sors. 

Briefly told, the story is as follows: In the year 
1857, fifty years ago, two brothers, William N. and 
Alexander K. Moore, began the making of stoves at 
Neenah, Wisconsin. It was a very new country at 
that time. Literally in the woods—with the great 
Wisconsin forest still covering the land everywhere, 
excepting here and there, as at Neenah, where the 
giant of progress had, as it were, stopped to cut a 
swath or two of trees, so as to get a foothold in the 
wilderness of timber. 

At Neenah, navigable water and water power in- 
vited early settlement; soon a saw mill was installed, 
then flour mills and a considerable village. Then in 
1857 came the railroad, but the stumps still stood in 
the streets where the forest had been and the Indian 
was a familiar figure about town. 

William and Alexander Moore came from New 
York City, attracted no doubt by the richness of the 
surrounding country, which was being rapidly cleared 
and settled, and also by the water and new rail com- 
munication. They started a small foundry and began 
making stoves, hollow ware, sugar kettles, plows, 
sleigh shoes and everything that a country foundry of 
those days was called upon to make. 

From 1857 to 1858 was a period of hard times—the 
hardest kind of times, when, for a while, money al- 
most disappeared from cifculation, and such business 
as was done was carried on by a system of barter, 
with a bushel of wheat as the standard of value. 

The new foundry venture had its full share of these 
adversities, but times began to improve. The country 
around about increased in population and wealth and 
so the business prospered. 

From the first, stoves were the principal concern of 
the Moore Brothers, and gradually as their stoves be- 
came known the other products were discontinued. 
Some years passed in the development, and then in 
1871, William Moore, seeking a wider market, moved 
to Joliet, and the same year started a new foundrv 
which he called the Solar Stove Works. 

From this time on each of the brothers conducted 
his separate business with success, but for a few years 
only. In 1873 Alexander Moore died, and the Neenah 
Stove Works, though changed in ownership several 
times, is still in prosperous operation. 

In 1875 William Moore died at Joliet, leaving a 
flourishing business, which was continued as a fam- 
ily interest under the name of Solar Stove Works 
until 1887, at which time the Joliet Stove Works suc- 
ceeded to the business, and has since conducted it 
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under the management of William N. and Lewis 
Moore, sons tespectively of William N. and Alexander 
K. Moore, who began making stoves together thirty 
years before, and now that twenty years more have

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THE ROYAL GEM GAS MACHINE. 








-In its issue of January 10 the Daily Register-Ga- 
zette of Rockford, IIl., said: 

“The J. E. Whitacre Manufacturing Co., 710 Race 
street, has been experimenting for nearly a year to 
perfect a gas manufacturing machine which did not 
embody the deficiencies apparent in those on the mar- 
ket to-day. Among other things they wanted to elim- 
inate the flickering, unsteady light caused by the irreg- 
ular pressure at the burner; to make dry gas, as the 
moist gas from other machines makes lots of trouble 
with the burners. At the time they began experiment- 
ing all machines made gas by the evaporating sys- 


tem, The evaporation cannot be regulated. It is the. 


same whether one light.or one hundred are burning, 
so that the pressure is uneven. 

“The new machine, called ‘The Royal Gem Gas Ma- 
chine,’ conceived by Mr. J. E. Whitacre and perfected 
by him and his associates, atomizes or sprays the gaso- 
line in the carburetor. A certain amount of air is sat- 
urated with a specified amount of gasoline if one light 
is used; if one hundred are used, the proportion of air 
and gasoline is the same, but the quantities are in- 
creased. The burner pressure is always uniform, and 
the quality of the gas can be easily and quickly regu- 
lated. The air, before mixing with the gasoline, does 
not pass through water and is dry and makes a dry 
gas—these are all good points, but results count. Here 
are results: A Royal Gem of the size known as a 25- 
light machine has lighted 69 burners of all kinds, be- 
sides one gas range and a 3-burner stove. This has 
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been repeatedly demonstrated to interested parties at 
the water power shops. Every one is loud in their 
praise of the machine, men who know gas and gas 
machines assuring Mr. Whitacre that he has just what 
has been needed. 

“The 100-light machine, suitable for a small hotel, 
can be installed complete for $200. A system for an 
eight-room house will cost $150.

“CHEAP”’ MAIL ORDER GOODS. 








George P.'Bent, of Chicago, manufacturer of organs 
and pianos, in his latest catalogue handles the mail- 
order houses without gloves. What he says about 
the musical instruments handled by the catalogue 
houses applies equally well to stoves and ranges. 

“When you buy an organ which has an established 
reputation,” says Mr. Bent, “you must go to a retail 
dealer or legitimate manufacturer, as first-class organs 
are not and cannot be sold by mail-order houses. ‘Cut 
rates’ and ‘low down’ prices always and surely indi- 
cate goodness ‘cut’ out and quality, utility and dura- 
bility ‘low down.’ Value governs price. 

“This is an age of ‘cheap’ mail-order concerns which 
announce, with a great blare of trumpets, the sale of 
all kinds of merchandise at what they call ‘wholesale 
prices.’ This is a fine bait to the person who is not 
posted on these modern ‘hold-up’ methods, and it is 
astonishing how many ‘take the bait’ and are being 
‘caught’ continually. 

“The name, or brand, stenciled on the organs gen- 
erally. sold by these houses which falsely claim to be 
manufacturers, is no indication of quality, honesty, 
reputation or responsibility; it simply indicates a 
‘cheap, any-old-name’ instrument which is made to 
sell at.a price which. will make the advertiser rich in 
a comparatively short time if his advertising is of a 
sufficiently alluring nature. The ‘cheap’ organ means 
a carelessly thrown together instrument with all the 
essentials of a good organ left out. These organs are 
made (in the cheapest manner) especially for the mail- 
order trade and usually the same make is sold under 
several different stenciled brands, or names, by as 
many different mail-order concerns. Such manufac- 
turers have only in mind cheapness of construction 
and quick deliveries, both entirely incompatible with 


quality.”

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Joshua Stevens. 


Joshua Stevens, inventor of the celebrated rifle 
bearing his name, died Monday evening, January 21, 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Wilbur F. Davis, 
Meriden, Conn., with whom he had made his home 
since 1896. He was ninety-two years of age, and had 
been suffering for several weeks with ailments pe- 
culiar to advanced age. 

Mr. Stevens is survived by three daughters: 
Adelaide, widow of Judge Wilbur F. Davis; Isa- 
belle, wife of Professor Tolman, instructor of English 
literature in the University of Chicago, and Jane, wife 
of Amos Crane of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Joshua Stevens was born in Chester, Mass., Sep- 
tember 10, 1814. He learned his trade as a machinist 
in Chester, where he commenced as an apprentice in

1834, working from 5 a. m. until 7 p. m. for $6 per 
month for the first year, and $8 and $10 per month 
respectively for the two succeeding years. In the 
spring of 1838 he settled with his employer, taking 
his note for $150. 

Soon after this he took up p‘stol and gun work, 
which he kept at in some form up to his retirement 
trom business in 1896. He was probably as familiar 
with the history of the gun business in this country 
as any one living. The modern pisto! and rifle began 
to be evolved about 1838. Mr. Stevens commenced 
work for Cyrus B. Allen in a small shop in Spring- 
held, Mass., in that year, and continued for some years 
in his employ. 
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Early in the forties he met the celebrated Sam Colt, 
who had in his possession a crude idea of a revolver, 
which after some changes he had patented and made 
by Eli Whitney at Whitneyville, Conn. 

Colt thought he could save money by having a shop 
of his own, and in company with Mr. Stevens rode 
about the country looking for a place to locate. He 
finally started a small shop on Pearl street, Hartford, 
Conn., and there, while in Colt’s employ, Mr. Stevens 
produced the first model of Colt’s revolver ever made 
in Hartford. 

A few years after that Mr. Stevens invented an- 
other revolver, which he started to make on his own 
account, when Colt sued him for infringement. The 
case was tried in the United States court in Boston, 
and although Mr. Stevens had the eminent Rufus 
Choate for one of his lawyers, he lost his case, and 
was obliged to quit that branch of his business. 

Soon after the commencement of the Civil War, 
Mr. Stevens started the J. Stevens Arms & Tool 
Company, located at Chicopee Falls, Mass. From a 
small beginning this company has grown until at the 
present. time it is one of the largest factories engaged 
in the manufacture of firearms for sporting purposes 
in the world. These factories cover 12 acres of floor 
space and employ over 1,200 hands in the various de- 
partments. 

Mr. Stevens was president of this corporation until 
1896, when on account of advancing age, and the re- 
moval of his daughters to other parts of the country, 
he decided to retire from business and made his home 
in Meriden, Conn. 

In the year mentioned, Irving H. Page bought the 
interest which Mr. Stevens and his partner, Mr. James 
E. Taylor, had in the business, and C. P. Fay acquired 
the interest which his father, William Fay, had held 
in the J. Stevens Arms & Tool Co. This ended Mr. 
Stevens’ active participation in business, and shortly 
after he removed to the home of his daughter in Meri- 
den, Conn. 

Mr. Stevens had an extensive acquaintance among 
men in military circles, and among manufacturers of 
firearms in the past sixty years, many of whom have 
passed away. He was a friend of John Brown, and 
the pistols Brown used in his raid at Harper’s Ferry 
were made by Mr. Stevens and sold by him personally 
to Brown at Chicopee Falls, only a short time before 
the historic raid. 

A few years ago the company branched out still 
further and began the manufacture of gasoline auto- 
mcbiles, known throughout the world as the Stevens- 
Duryea—the first part of the trade name being in 
honor of Joshua Stevens. 

In his domestic life Mr. Stevens was an ideal char- 
acter. Gentle and kind of disposition he made many 
rriends who will mourn his death. He was courteous 
and affable at all times, and under all circumstances, 

though naturally retiring. Those who were fortunate 
enough to call him friend are better off for having 
known him. In the death of Joshua Stevens New 
England loses a splendid citizen and the firearms in- 
dustry its patriarch,

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THAT HEATING PROBLEM. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Replying to the inquiry with diagram presented 
in your issue of January 26 by W. C. O’Neal, the fol- 
lowing. explanation is submitted. The somewhat 
rougher drawings made over the original sketch indi- 
cate changes of location of furnaces and some of the 
conductor pipes: 

Your furnace is placed where all of the pipes (ex- 
cept the one in the reception hall) have to run’ in one 
direction and towards the rear of the house. 

Your furnace should have been placed under the 
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inch pipe with an area of 63 inches, instead of 35 
inches, as at present. 

The smallest room in your residence has a g-inch 
pipe or 63 inches, and the largest room a 3% x Io- 
inch pipe, or 35 inches, 

If your registers and furnaces were properly placed 
your house could be warmed very easily, and with 
one-third less fuel than now required. 

I have said nothing about cold air, as I don’t know 
where you get it from—inside or outside, or both. | 
have marked your plan where registers should be. 

It would be an easy matter to run a stack up to 
second floor through the partition between parlor and 
reception room without breaking the plaster. Any 
good mechanic could do this. Yours truly,

I can’t understand why the stack running to the sec- 
ond floor should have been placed where it is so far 
from the furnace, when it could have been placed in 
partition between parlor and reception hall—and been 
carried straight from furnace to front chamber, and 
by doing so you would not have required the piece 
of pipe running between ceiling and floor, and that 
is only 3% x10 inches. This should have been a 9- 
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peculiarly good in points of typography, engraving 
and press work, we find the arrangement most ex- 
cellent and comprehensive, its desqriptive features 
consistent and well planned, and as an added feature 
numbered diagrams and sectional views of the “Amer- 
ican Steel Furnace,” and pages showing all the sep- 
arate parts in detached form, will all be found most 
interesting and convenient to the user. 

The catalogue is put up under a dense green enam- 
elled cover, with a very handsome exterior title done 
in red and gold. The work contains twenty-four 
pages and cover. It is cleverly done in all its features, 
and is bright and interesting throughout. 

Pointers on the installation and operation of furnaces 
are included in the new catalogue and the differences 
between steam, hot water and furnace heating are 
made plain.

H. E. Osborne Replies to ‘‘New Mallet’’ on the One- 

Fourth Pitch Question—The Proposed Specifications as 

a Whole—Why Tin Roofing Is Painted on the Under 

Side—The Pike’s Peak Puzzle Cleared Up at Last. 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

On coming home to-night from my work, I found 
my AMERICAN ARTISAN, and as usual turned very soon 
to the Tinshop Department, and found the article by 
“New Mallet” asking for more light on my statement, 
made a few weeks ago, regarding the pitch of a roof 
having a slope of four inches to the foot. 

The article was read with much pleasure on my part. 
How could it be otherwise when one is reading such 
kindly expressions about himself? But the pleasure 
was not unmixed with regret that I had made a joke of 
a serious matter, And more especially, that I had been 
guilty of making a joke regarding someone’s mistake. 
This is something I am very seldom guilty of doing. 

Now in reply to “New Mallet”: Yes, most cer- 
tainly, I mean that four inches to the foot is one-sixth 
pitch, and not one-third. Because, the pitch of a roof 
is invariably figured by the proportion of the rise to 
the entire width of a gabled roof. For instance, we 
will suppose we have a gabled roof of four inches to 
the foot on a building which is 24 feet wide, from out- 
side to outside of plates. The rise would be 4 feet, 
that is the comb of the roof would be 4 feet above 
the level of the plates, making 4 feet rise to 12 feet 
run. But 4 is only one-sixth of 24, and our roof is 
one-sixth pitch. You probably know that a half pitch 
is often called a square pitch. In order to be a square 
pitch, it must have a rise just equal to the run, yet it 
is one-half pitch, as the rise is just half the width 
of the roof at the plates, and is 12 inches to the foot. 
Applying the half pitch roof to our 24-foot building, 
we would have the comb 12 feet high. And a whole 
pitch roof on the same width building would be 24 
feet high at the center. 

All pitches of roofs designated by fractions, as 1-8, 
1-6, 1-3, etc., are just twice as much rise in proportion 
to the run as the fraction would indicate, i. e., 1-8 pitch 
is 3 inches in 12, yet % of 12 is only r%4; 1-6 pitch 
is 4 in 12, 1-3 pitch is 8 in 12, and ¥% pitch is 12 in 12. 

Proof by the Steel Square. 
_ To prove these statements without “asking the man” 
take .a steel square and mark around the corner and 
along the edge of the blade till within two or three 
red hairs of 17 inches, 16.97 is exact. Then if it has 
an eighteen-inch tongue, mark the same distance along 
that, but if, it is less, mark about the length of the 
tongue and then turn it around and place the blade 
along the mark so. as to continue it to almost 17. 
Then mark from extremity to extremity of these lines, 
which will be 24 inches. Bisect the latter line, and 
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mark a perpendicular from its middle point to the 
apex of the triangle, where the corner of the square 
was, and it will be 12 inches. And you have the out- 
line of a % pitch roof, and yet, the rise is just twice 
¥% the run. In the same manner, in a I-3 pitch the 
rise is twice 1-3 the run; in other words, 2-3 the run, 
or 8 inches to the foot. 

Now if this is not perfectly clear to “New Mallet,” 
or to any of the other readers of THE AMERICAN 
ArTISAN Tinshop, I shall be pleased to try again, 

The Proposed Roofing Specifications. 

“New Mallet” also asks for an expression from me 
in regard to the “Tin Roofing Specifications.” 

I think they are first-class in most respects. How- 
ever, I would modify, or qualify, the clause regard- 
ing the use of no paper under the tin. While I do 
not think paper is a good thing used indiscriminately 
as regards the kind of paper, the use to which the 
building is to be put, and other conditions which may 
exist, yet I do think there are cases when good water- 
proof paper is of very much value under the tin. 

I have repaired tin roofs over boiler rooms, cream- 
eries and other places where there is a condensation of 
moisture on the under side of the tin. And usually the 
tin is eaten away along the cracks of the sheeting 
boards. And in some cases I have found it very badly 
rusted over the cracks, while it was still good and, in 
many places, bright over the centers of the boards. 
In such a case as this I think a poor quality of paper 
would only have served to rust the roof more eveniy 
by absorbing the dampness more than the boards did, 
and would thus have done more harm than good. But 
a good quality of waterproof paper would probably 
have been of some benefit. 

An Answer to ‘‘K. K. K.”’ 

“K. K. K.” asks, “Why paint flat seam roofing on 
under side before laying?” Because, brother, tin will 
last very much longer if painted on the under side. 
And you can’t paint it on the under side after laying 
without lots of trouble. 

I have experienced the same difficulty he mentions 
when soldering tin which had just been painted and 
was not dry. 

When I am laying tin, and have a kid helper, [ tell 
him to try not to paint nearer than 3 inches to the 
edges where the fold is down, and he gets the most 
of it out close enough then. 

I think the best way is to paint the tin two or three 
days before: the job is to be.done and give it a chance 
to dry before laying... But of course this cannot 
always be done. Sometimes one has to go out on a 
hurry-up job and paint as he goes, in which case the 
only way I know of to get a good job of soldering is 
to let it boil till it gives up enough to stop blubbering 
and let you plug the last hole. 

The Pike’s Peak Puzzle.

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A COPPER STOCK-JOBBING TRICK. 








During the past week all those interested in the 
copper market have witnessed, first the development 
and then the complete exposure of one of the most 
plausible tricks ever perpetrated by copper stock job- 
bers. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has been in receipt of 
numerous inquiries on the subject of the report of 
the copper trade conditions in our last issue, when we 
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said that the high figures for spot copper are due 
principally to the shortage of supplies, while con- 
sumption still continues far in excess of production. 
Some readers have called our attention to the east- 
ern fake as an explanation of the condition of the 
market, but the fake has now been so completely ex- 
posed that as far as the metal trade is concerned the 
incident is closed. 

On January 26 there appeared in the press of the 
entire country an Associated Press story to the effect 
that on the day before the copper metal consumers 
of America had formed an association with James E. 
Norton of Charlestown, Mass., as president, and that 
Mr. Norton was authorized to telegraph President 
Roosevelt and United States Attorney-General Bona- 
parte the story of an alleged plot to hold back copper 
from the markets in order to advance prices. 

Next day an alleged letter from Mr. Norton was 
published stating that the so-called copper trust had 
created an artificial scarcity of copper by storing it 
in large quantities at various points throughout the 
country in sealed storehouses, and that a certain 
steamer Hindustan had sailed from New York Octo- 
ber 20 with 1,000 tons of copper as ballast. 

Ine large type certain newspapers announced that 
the methods of the copper trust were at length ex- 
posed, that the attorney-general had secured the facts, 
ete. £m. 

For forty-eight hours the fake worked. There was 
great excitement in copper stocks, and then, partly 
through the efforts of Thos. W. Lawson of Boston, 
it was made clear that the.whole story was.a pure in- 
vention intended to influence the market. 

In its issue of January 30, The American Metal 
Market, of New York, says: “The whole matter 
has become a howling farce. Instead of stocks of 
copper being held in reserve the smelters say that cop- 
per is sometimes shipped so hot that water has to be 
turned on it so as not to set the cars on fire.” 

Investigation proved that the steamer Hindustan, 
instead of sailing from New York for South Africa 
with copper as ballast October 20, has not been in 
New York since last June, and was in Genoa, Italy, 
October 20. There is no association with Mr. Norton 
as president, and the entire story is a myth.

A FLUX FOR ALUMINUM. 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
Can any of your readers give me a good recipe for 
making a flux that will solder aluminum? 
F. P. Massora.

Ans.—For sheet aluminum an iron-tin solder may 


‘e used with a flux composed of resin, neutral chloride 
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of zinc, and grease. The metal should not be cleaned 
or scraped unless it is absolutely necessary to do so, in 
which case alcohol or essence of turpentine should be 
used for the purpose. For 5 per cent aluminum bronze 
tin-solder may be employed, but this is not possible 
with the 10 per cent alloy, in which case a preliminary 
copper plating is to be recommended. If it is difficult 
to dip the ends to be plated directly into the solution 
pieces of blotting paper soaked in a solution of CuSo, 
may be laid on them and a current passed. The flux 
mentioned above may be used.—From The Workshop 
Manual, published by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
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CORROSION OF BRASS VALVE SEATS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Will you kindly enlighten us on the following prop- 
osition ? 

We have a number of water closets in the basement 
of our court house, in use about three years. Within 
one year after they had been in operation the valve 
seats of the flushing boxes began to leak in some of 
them. Examination showed that the brass valve seat 
was eaten out in a crooked sort of way, just as a 
worm would eat out wood. 

We also installed last spring a five-inch horizontal 
brass-lined pump at a small coal mine. It runs about 
35 minutes each day and the brass valve seats of the 
pump are in the same condition. They were all leveled 
up and dressed off with solder and there has been no 
further trouble. 

Will you enlighten us as to the cause and the 
remedy ?

In reply to the above it may be said that the corro- 
sion is apparently due to some corrosive element in the 
water used, which attacks brass but is resisted by the 
solder. The remedy is in using tin or tin-coated parts 
to replace the brass ones affected by corrosion.

HARDWARE. 


Business in the various lines of hardware has im- 
proved during the past week, and the volume of trade 
transacted east and west has been considerably in ex- 
cess of that of a year ago. Manufacturers are receiv- 
ing heavy specifications against contracts, as usual at 
this season, in -anticipation of an early opening of 
spring trade, and an unusual lively movement in new 
business is noted. Despite the heavy buying of the 
late fall and the holiday season there seems to be no 
excess of stocks among retail merchants and buying 
for the spring has started freely all along the line. 

Prices on all finished material are firmly maintained 
at the present high values, and advances are still being 
made in some lines.: Jack and safety chain show 
slightly higher quotations and there has been an ad- 
vance of five per cent in all lines of brass and iron 
screws. Stove bolts show unusual firmness. 

Storms in the West have brought a lull in building 
operations, but it is expected to be of only short dura- 
tion. 

Large orders for lawn mowers for the coming sea- 
son are being booked by manufacturers. 

Cut and wire nails are firm and unchanged. Chi- 
cago jobbers’ quotations on wire products are as fol- 
lows: 

Wire nails, $2.15; painted barbed wire, $2.30; gal- 
vanized barbed wire, $2.60; smooth annealed wire, 
$2.30; polished staples, $2.30; galvanized staples, 
$.255. Carload lots to retailers, five cents higher ; less 


than carload lots, 15 cents higher. 
Leading manufacturers of cast iron hardware, in- 


cluding blind hinges, gate hinges and latches, have 
advanced prices 5 to 10 per cent. 

The advance of sheet copper to a base of 30 cents 
has caused a corresponding advance in conductor pipe 
and eaves trough. 





TIN PLATE. 


A fair business is being done in tin plates for de- 
livery in the second and third quarters at a premium 
of 10c per box. The mills are still busy on contracts 
for delivery in the third quarter. No announcement 
has been made as yet by the leading interests of any 
advance in prices, but this, it is thought, is likely to 
come before the month is over. Prices of raw ma- 
terials are so high that it is believed that tin plates 
could easily stand an advance in prices. The present 
prices stand at $4.09 for 100-pound coke plates f. o. b. 
New York, and $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburgh. Tin plates 
f. o. b. Swansea are 15s.

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PIG IRON. 

The iron market, north and south, continues very 
firm. In fact, some furnaces, especially those in Vir- 
ginija, have made further advances in prices. This last 
change is not relished by the consumers, and sellers 
are apprehensive that it may result in cutting off much 
profitable business. 

In the South there is little offering for either spot 
or nearby delivery. Available spot lots of Alabama 
iron are worth about $23 in the furnace, while about 
50c per ton better than this can be done for delivery 
during the first half. For the last half, the quotation 
is $19@19.50, according to month wanted. 

It was announced in Birmingham, Ala., several days 
ago that in spite of the vigorous protest made by iron- 
makers of that district the increase in freight rates 
on southern iron would go into effect February 1. The 
Southern Iron Committee held a special meeting at 
Palm Beach, and heard the complaints of the ironmak- 
ers, but decided to stand by the original action and put 
the increase into effect February 1. The advance in 
rates, Birmingham to Chicago, is 45c a ton. Protests 
are pending. 

Foreign iron is quotable at $25@26, for February 
shipment, though some brands of Scotch iron are held 
above this figure. Arrivals of foreign iron continue 
very free and have undoubtedly done much to relieve 
the iron situation.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Steady business in good volume marks the course of the 
pig iron market during the week. Buying is general for the 
last half and good business has been done for this delivery 
with large and small concerns alike. The small consumer is 
generally the last one to come into the market for far ahead 
delivery and the presence of a number of this class has been 
2 feature. 
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“Prices are firm and while the tendency is to advance 
them, it will only be done under press of conditions, which 
make it imperative. It seems to be a time when a number 
of consumers large and small are not as well fixed for sec- 
ond quarter as has been the general idea and this will mean 
that they are going to have trouble in getting iron for this 
delivery in sufficient quantity. Production is going on at a 
tremendous rate; every furnace is being pushed to its limit 
and numbers that under ordinary conditions would be down 
and out for repairs, are being continued to the last limit of 
their physical strength. 

“Prices on both southern and northern iron for last half 
delivery, are very much more uniform than they have been, 
buyers’ ideas seeming to coincide with those of sellers to the 
extent of making the figures of different producers more 
nearly equal. It is quite generally the case when figuring for 
the last half buyers are able to get a slight concession from 
prices made for third quarter business only. Locally, some 
companies have bought the past week for the last half, which 
two weeks ago decided that they would wait some time longer 
before coming in for this delivery. In the case of several 
of them iron requirements for 1907 are more than two-thirds 
provided for. 

“The demand for malleable Bessemer and basic iron 
seems to be increasing. Sales for the week cover deliveries 
extending through the second and third quarters. 

“The rate advance from the south to points north of the 
Ohio river, which was published to take effect February 1, 
caused much hard feeling on the part of southern producers, 
who have been meeting with unprecedented difficulty in get- 
ting shipments off furnace yards during the last two or three 
week§. It is reported that this advance has been delayed 
and will not go into effect until March 3. This is a relief 
under present conditions. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“In every iron and coke district in the country the rail- 
roads are in trouble. They either have not enough cars, or 
have not locomotives to handle traffic promptly, or because 
of insufficient trackage and excess business, or unfavorable 
weather conditions—or a combination of all these causes— 
they are congested. In consequence the whole iron trade is 
more or less handicapped. Here it is a furnace that has had 
to bank because its supply of coke has been cut off, but more 
frequently it is a pig iron melter who has to shut down 
because the iron he bought months ago has not been deliv 
ered. And in many cases the consumers have done every- 
thing that ordinary foresight and prudence could demand. 
They have even had their shipments made on time, but the 
delays in transit have been so great that all their calcula- 
tions have been upset. There is one considerable melter of 
iron in this vicinity who has had 13 cars on the road from 
the South for more than 45 days. There are others who have 
plenty of iron on the way, but it is held up somewhere and 
does not reach them. Yet the greater part of the trouble 
comes from sheer inability of the furnaces to load and for- 
ward their iron. One ironmaster told us the other day that 
he had applied for 40 cars and had secured only three. And 
he said this was about the proportion of cars supplied to those 
needed. There is no reason to expect any decided change 
for the better soon, and in spite of all that can be done mat- 
ters may grow worse. Winter after winter we have in late 
years had these same annoying conditions, and it seems as 
if the only safe thing is for consumers to lay in,a stock of 
iron and coke, and so be prepared for what is inevitable. 

“There has during the week been a continuance of heavy 
buying for delivery over the last half of the year. One large 
agricultural implement works bought 12,000 tons. This pur 
chase was on top of 10,000 tons purchased last week, making 
for this one concern 22,000 tons already bought. Another 
bought 5,000, and transactions down from 1,000 to 100 tons 
have been numerous. Not much has been done in spot iron 
simply because there is so little to be obtained. Prices are 
naturally firm. 

“January has been a month of heavy sales. Probably 
more iron has been sold this month for an average longer 
forward delivery and at higher prices than at any time before 
in the history of the trade. This may seem like an extrava 
gant statement, but it will be found to be true. 

“There is no indication of any change in present condi 
tions. 

“The spot market for coke is good, and prices are strong
